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REMARKS 

Introductory Remarks 

New claims 18 and 19 have been presented. Accordingly, claims 15-19 are currently 
pending in the application and claim 15 is the only independent claim. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the above amendments do not add new matter to the 
application and are fully supported by the specification. Support for claims 18 and 19 may be 
found in the specification at least at page 16, lines 10-12. In view of the above amendments and 
the following Remarks, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration for the reasons discussed 
below. 

Obviousness Type Double Patenting 

Claim 15 stands rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness type double 
patenting over claims 1-6 and 14 of U.S. Patent No. 6,861,151. The present application and U.S. 
Patent No. 6,861,151 are currently commonly owned and were commonly owned at the time of 
the present invention. A terminal disclaimer with respect to U.S. Patent No. 6,861 ,1 5 1 
accompanies this reply. Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the obviousness type 
double patenting rejection.
